Kentucky's empty State Treasury and 
Idle penitentiaries— two legacies of the 
late Democratic Administration— are 
causing the present state officials to lie 
awake o' nights in efforts to make the 
state's penal institutions something like 
self-sustaining and to preserve as far 



The penitentiaries under past Demo- 
cratic Administrations have been so mis- 
managed that they fell behind in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 annually, and 
It was thought that the present Adminis- 
tration, which Inaugurated many reforms, 
would be able to reduce this deficit by at 
least half. 

The old penitentiary ring, however, 
which realized its long feast in the past, 
did not want anything like this, and threw 
itself In the way of any saving at the 
Frankfort Prison. A destructive lire 
stepped in snd performed a similar task 
for the Eddyville Prison, and as a result 
the state is deriving no income from 
either. 

The prospects are, however, that new 
contracts will be awarded in the next few 
days, and the state, for the first time in 
many years, will be out from under the 
domination of the penitentiary crowd, 
which has dictated state politics and cow 
trolled Democratic Conventions in the 
state for so many years past.

A MINE HORROR. 

Nearly One Hundred Men En- 
tombed in & Coal Shaft. 



The Prospect, of Saving the Lives 
of Any of Them is Very Poor. 



Hare Bean Caused by a Cave-In. 

Wilkesbarrb, Pa., June 29.— The lit- 
tle city of Pittston la in mourning as a 
result of the terrible disasters which 
haveVoat so many lives in Pennsyl- 
vania. A large number of her citi- 
seus, variously estimated at from 
eighty to one hundred and twenty, 
five, are entomed at the bottom ol 
the Twin shaft, owned by the Newton 
Coal company, and at a late hour Sun- 
day night the proapect of saving the 
lives of any of these unfortunate men 
is exceedingly poor. Among the vic- 
tims is M. J. Langan, mayor of Pitts- 
ton, who waa superintendent of the 
mine. A number of minor officials of 
the company are also in the pit 

The dnoator, which was at first at- 
tributed to an explosion of gas, is now 
believed to have been caused by a gen- 
eral cave-In on the lower levels. It 
was noticed several days ago that the 
rock between the fifth and sixth veins 
was "working," and since that time a 
large force of men has been at work 
taking measurca to insure the safe- 
ty oi the workings. About three 
o'clock Sunday morning, with< 
warning the roof of the levels in which 
the men were working, collapsed with 
a shock which aroused everyone in 
the town, causing them nt first 
think an earthquake had occurr 
The truth was soon learned, howei 
and within two hours thousands of 
cited people gathered about the head 
of the shaft, the relatives of the 
fortunate men below indulging in 
wildott manifestations of grief. The 
women and children who had lost hus- 
bands and fathers were frantic. 

Itut four men escaped from the mine 
and not otie of these could tell a con- 
nected story of how the disaster occur- 
red, or what was the condition of 
the lower levels. The work 
rescue was begun as soon 
prjtjriblo, but the first four 
trips made into the mine were without 
result. Later a conference of mining 
officials decided on a more systematic 
plan and a large force was put to work 
with all necessary appliancea to en- 
deavor to reach the imprisoned men. 

was found impossible to work 
through the mass of debris in the direc- 
tion of the regular passages and at a 
late hour Sunday night it was decided 
to delve a gangway from an adjoining 
colliery.

La Plata, Md., June 89. -Joseph 
Cocking, who was awaiting trial here 
for the murder on April 23 of his wife 
and sister-in-law, was taken from the 
jail at an early hour 3aturday mor 
ing and hanged. The mob bad be 
quietly organized and the authorities 
were taken wholly by surprise. Tin 
citizens of the town had no intmintioi 
of the affair and did not suspect thai 
anything was wrong until at sunrise 
they found the body of the wretchei 
man hanging lifeless from the limb o 
a tree a few yards from the jail build 
ing. 

Corking was born in Englanc 
in 1800. For several years he hat 
been the proprietor of a country 
store at Hill Top, a hamlet nine mitei 
from this place. On the night of Apri 
23 his wife, Mrs. Mary Cocking, and hi; 
sister-in-law. Miss Daisy Miller, wen 
murdered in their rooms, being beatei 
and hacked to death with a hatchet 
Cocking was. found lying on the fl.,oro 
the cellar, his clothing bespat terei 
with blood and several slight scratehei 
about his face and hands. His fee- 
were bOU&d with a piece of rope. I!is 
story wus that two men had entered 
the house, and after assaulting him. 
had bound him und thrown h.n into 
the cellar. He explained the ahs4UIC4 
of the cord about his bands by stating 
that he had severed it by inciuis of h 
piece of broken glass. 

An investigation showed the police 
that Cocking was the perpetrator of 
the crime and a perfect chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence pointed to him as 
the murderer. He was indicted and 
taken to Baltimore for safety, the ex- 
citement having been so groat UiBt the 
authorities feared violence. After u 
few weeks' stay In the Baltimore jail 
Cocking was returned to ,Lo Plata 
for a preliminary hearing, 
counsel aeked that the case 
tried in St. Marys county, and the 
was set for trial in the next term of 
court. Since his return Cocking had 
been morose sod toctiturn. Ue re 
fused to discuss the murder or hii 
chances of acquittal on the grave 
charges against him.
